Bloomberg Locked in Cell. 
Snatching the quard’s ring of keys, Kelly 
ran and unlocked his cell, into which Bloom- 
Derg was thrust. Kelly and a “trusty” 
named Scotty entered the cell and pulled 
the heavy door shut, thus locking the trio in- 
side. Once within the two prisoners pro- 
ceeded to stand guard over Bloomberg. , 
I you make a noise, we'll kill you,“ they 


told him, according to Bloomberg's story. 


Left in full possession of that division of 
the jail, the prisoners proceeded to arrange 
for their escape with deliberation. Rogers 
and Wesolek made their way into the outer 
corridor surrounding the cells and walked to 
the Illinois street side of the building. 

They had in their possession two roughly 
canstructed saws, built Uke the old fash- 
toned “ buck,” which had been handed to 
them secretly by confederates at some pre- 
vious time. With these instruments the pair 
began to cut two of the iron bars in one of 
the widows. | 

Their task was rendered difficult because 
of the existence of an open areaway which 
separated the corridor or gallery from the 
window. The area way ts nearly four feet in 
width. They jumped this, catching hold of 
the window casing. Then they crouched 
on the window sill—only fourteen inches in 
width—while they plied their tools. There 
should have been a lot of danger of being de- 
tected by guards on the cell tiers above and 
below, since the areaway extended the entire 
height of the building, but the Strassheim 
guards were conveniently deaf. 

Bloomberg could see the two men working 
at the window from where he, was imprisoned, 
but he did not raise an alarm. He could see 
them escaping through the small aperture 
afforded by the removal of two of the iron 

bars in the window, but he made no move- 
ment. ; | 
| Two Men Gain Liberty. 

In Illinots street, under the windows of the 

jail, persons who were passing caught sight 
of a man's head thrust through the iron 


grating thirty: feet or more above the side- 


walk. The head was followed by the body 
of a man. 

Several men who witnessed the scene real-

“ I was kept a prisoner in the cell for forty 
or fifty minutes. I feared to make an outcry, 
because Kelly said he would kill me. If I 
had been armed I wouldn't have stood for 
such treatment. The window they sawed 
their way out of was about twenty-five feet 
from where I was locked in. I cannot under- 
stand why Guard William Carter, on the tier 
below, could not have looked up and nest tanta 
the men working on the bars. 


Door Is Opened Mysteriously. 

“I do not know anything about this scheme

After I was confined for a 
long time the sheet iron door was opened 
about an inch, just sufficiently to let me see 
that it was again unlocked, and I pushed it 
open just about the time Sweeney and the 
policemen om the tier.

Suspects Constantine’s Friends. 


Agesistant Jaller Sweeney thinks the plot 
was hatched by friends of Constantine.

Gentry is well supplied with money. How 
they got those saws in mystifies me. The 
bere might have been cut for some time and 
then just broken off today.

Suspicion Rests on a “Trusty.” 

Some suspicion rests on Henry Francis, a 
trusty on the third tler, The impression is 
that he was in a position to see the men 
sawing the bars and could have reported 
— he desired to do so, Judging from the 
remarks of the jail employés, many of the 
prisoners will have ‘“‘ knocks” put against 
them with ** judges who will try their 
Cases. 

While the police were working hard to 
quell the disturbance one of a group of 
guards, who refused to reveal his identity, 
remarked: 

See, that's the way Strassheim and 
Langeloh get repaid for thé kindness ex- 
tended these prisoners, They are treated 
too fine. Most of them ought to be chained 
and locked in dungeons."’ 

Wesolek was in cell 401, Rogers in 421, and 
Thompson in 400. Until the jury found him 
guilty Constantine had been confined in cell 
415. The four cells are so located that the 
men could converse with one another even 
when not together in the bull pens. 

It was stated at the jail that Langeloh sus- 
pected “something might happen with 
Constantine and that was the reason for re- 
moving him when the verdict was returned. 

From some mysterious source the word 
spread about the jail that Constantine was 
to have escaped through the broken bars. 
It was said that an understanding existed 
with certain people to carry out the plot, 
and the theory is the fugitives and Thomp- 
son, who were in on the deal, decided to 
take advantage of the opening merely as 
an afterthought. Constantine became morose 
and surly after the escape. He refused to 
talk to newspaper reporters. |

Generally Approved. 


REPLY MADE BY M'LAREN. 


Official Explains That He Had No 


Authority to Provide Cots 
as Requested. 


Judge Marcus Kavanagh's criticism from 


‘the bench of William McLaren, superin- 


tendent of public service of Cook county, be- 
cause of the~latter’s failure to provide cots 
for a prospective all night session of the 
Constantine jury, received approval from 


other judges and citizens yesterday. At the 


same time Mr. McLaren declared the judge 
was entirely wrong in criticising him be- 
cause the matter was in = jurisdiction of 
the sheriff. 

Cook county judges 3 themselves in 
favor of better accommodations and more 
} humane treatment for jurors. Some approved 
a proposition to fit up permanent quarters 
for juries, including sleeping rooms, baths, 
‘and a gymnasium on the top floor of the 
‘Criminal court building, now almost entirely 
vacant because of the removal of the Probate 
court to the new county building. 

Others, who did not think the county could 
afford this, said jurors never should be com- 
pelled to sit up all night, but should be per- 
mitted to inte their deliberations and 
retire to a good el to sleep.. 


Urges Comfort for Jurors. 

„All night sessions of juries are so fre- 
quent,” said A. C. Barnes, who sits in the 
Criminal court, that I have been impressed 
with the unnecessary hardships jurors are 
compelled to suffer under the present system. 
I favor more humane methods. Accommoda- 
tions which would insure the comfort of jurors 
would make for the better administration of 
justice. If men find they have to suffer for 
an untold number of hours in a poorly venti- 


lated room without a place to sleep and with 


bad food, they will be tempted to sacrifice 
their principles for their own comfort. They 
will vote with the majority, therefore, to 


| return a verdict that will put à speedy end 


to their own discomfort. 

„Since the Probate court offices have been 
moved from*the top floor of the Criminal 
court building I am in favor of turning the 
floor into permanent’ accommodations for 
juries. Sleeping apartments for two juries 
would be sufficient, for rarely would more 
than two juries be out all night at the same 
time. 

‘Baths and an exercise room would be 
valuable adjuncts to the quarters, and it 
might be well to provide a cuisine. The time 
for torturing men by forcing them to remain 
awake for hours has gone by; Men who 
are comfortably situated can deliberate to 
better advantage than when held prisoners 
without food or sleep.“ 


Is for Humane Treatment. 

„I believe jurors are too harshly treated 
at present,” said Judge Chytraus of the 
criminal bench. I do not think they should 
be compelled to hold all night sessions. Jur- 
ors should be treated like human beings and 
should be provided with good food and suffi- 


cient sleep. Personally I do not think the 
county could afford to furnish permanent 


quarters, but it can afford to permit every. 
jury, unable to agree, to go toa hotel fora 
“ight’s sleep. The verdict is more likely, 
2 to be a just one if the jurors sleep 
on it and awake to calm judgment than it 
would be if they wrangled over it through a 
sleepless night.“ 
Defense Made by W 

** I am surprised, said Mr. MeLaren, that 
a circuit judge should give way to temper 
and so far forget himself as to criticise a pub- 
lic Official as Judge Kavanagh is quoted to 
have done. Being a lawyer, he should have 
known that I was not the proper official to 
whom to apply for cots. The sheriff is custo- 
dian of the Criminal Court building. A year- 
ly fund of $35,000 is set aside for the running 
expenses of the jail and the criminal courts, 
and the sheriff is custodian of this fund. 
If Judge Kavanagh wanted cots, he should 
have applied to the sheriff. 

*‘ Aside from this point I did not decline to 
secure cots for the judge, and used no such 
language as was attributed to me. I did not 
tell Judge Kavanagh over the telephone 
either to take the jurors to a hotel or let them 
sit up all night. I was called up by the 
switchboard girl twice about noon on Satur- 
day and told that Judge Kavanagh wanted to 
see me. I sent back word that I had a press- 
ing engagement at 1 o’clock and I could not 
see him. Later, I was called up by Judge 
Kavanagh's bailiff. I asked him what the 
judge wanted. He told me it was about cots 
for the jurors. I told him I had nothing to 
do with cots, and there the matter ended.“ 

Judge Kavanagh, after a trip to Europe 
several months ago, brought back many new 
ideas regarding accommodations for jurors. 
He first proposed the establishment of per- 
manent quarters on the top floor of the 
Criminal court. His experience in the Con- 
stantine case may lead him to press the ad- 
vantages of the proposition upon the county 
board.

On July 29 the 
remainder of his account in the bank, 
amounting to $75, was drawn out. Tichlosen 
was 42 years of age.

SHIPPY PROMISES RELIEF. 


Wounding of Man Emphasizes Danger; | 


Many Bullets Strike Houses. 


Residents in the vicinity of Euclid avenue 
and Sixty-seventh street have become thor- 


oughly aroused over the carelessness with 


which the police carry on their target prac- 
tice shootfhg in the grounds of the old world’s 
fair park, Sixty-seventh street, near Jackson 
Park avenue. 

F. O. Jordan of 6747 Euclid avenue yester- 
day appealed to Chief Shippy either to abolish 
the target grounds or take such precau- 
tionary measures as will prevent residents 
living in the neighborhood from being killed 
or wounded by stray bullets. 

It was Mr. Jordan’s nephew, M. J. Wood- 
hull, 21 years old, who was struck by a stray 
bullet from a policeman’s revolver Saturday 
afternoon. Mr. Woodhull was seated on the 
veranda of his uncle’s residence in conversa- 
tion with his cousin, Miss Irene Jordan, when 
the bullet struck his left thumb, clipping off 
the tip of the finger. The bullet passed over 
the shoulder of Miss Jordan and narrowly 
missed Charlotte Kendall, 12 years old, a 
neighbor’s daughter. 


Threatens Suit Against City. 
Mr. Jordan said should anything danger- 


ous result from the wound received by the | 


young man, a heavy damage sult will be 
started against the city. 

Mr. Jordan received assurance from Chief 
Shippy that no more target practice will be 


done at the grounds until measures have been 


taken for protection of the residenta 

Mr. Jordan is indignant over the treatment 
accorded him by the police of the Hyde Park 
district. 
plaints that stray bullets were en 
the lives of residents near the target grounds, 
but the police ignored him. 


That no one living near the target grounds 


has been killed is a miracle. The danger to 
which the residents have been exposed all 
summer was portrayed vividly by several 
flatttened bullets found by Mr. Jordan. These 
had struck the brick walls of buildings near 
hig residence, and the fact that they fell to 
the ground perfectly flat indicated with what 
force they struck, as the target grounds are 
more than three blocks distant. 

‘This stray bullet business has got to 
stop,“ said Mr. Jordan. “I never realized 
how great the danger really is until I found 
these flat bullets today. It seems that we 
have been going here all summer in imminent 
danger of being killed. Two weeks ago a bul- 
let passed through a metal flower pot stand- 
ing on my veranda. 


Says Promises Were Not Kept. 

I had to go to the chief because I could 
get no action from the Hyde Park police. 
They told me two weeks ago that a smaller 
caliber bullet would be used. This they have 
not done and even if they had what good 
would that do? Small bullets can kill as well 
as big ones. 

“It’s an outrage to permit a condition of 
this kind. Our women and children are in 
danger of their lives all day from stray bul- 
lets and pedestrians on the street are in peri! 
of being hit.“

But Senator Borah 
has simply entered a plea of not guilty and 


has forbidden hie attorneys to take advan- 


tage of any technicalities whatsoever. He 
has stated as his desire that the case should 
be tried on its merits. 


Probe District Attorney’s Acts. 


The conduct of the district attorney before 
the March grand jury, which returned the 
indictment against Senator Borah and others, 
is now under investigation by a specially sum- 
moned federal grand jury, while Judge Wil- 
son, who is to preside at the Borah trial, be- 
gan yesterday a personal inquiry in.open 
court as to Mr. Ruick’s course, summoning 
in attendance all the witnesses cited to appear 
before the grand jury. 

It has been charged in the affidavits of three 
former grand jurymen that Mr. Ruick made 
an argument of more than an hour’s length 
before the grand jury and urged that indict- 
ments be brought.

LAKE STEAMER LOST; 7 DEAD 


Captain and Six Men Drown When 
the Alex. Nimick Founders. 


ELEVEN OF CREW ESCAPE. 
Vessel Broken to Pieces by the Gale 
Lashed Waves.

Detroit, Mich., Sept. 22.—Capt. Randall, 
First Mate James Hayes, and five sailors 
of the steamer Alexander Nimick lost their 
lives last night when their ship stranded 
on the south shore of Lake Superior and 
went to pieces in the heavy northwest gale. 
The remaining eleven men of the crew got 
to shore. 7 

The scene of the wreck is half a day's 
tramp from Grand Marais village, the Ver- 
milion Point lifesaving station of the White- 
fish Point lighthouse, and details of the 
wreck are difficult to obtain. 


Carries Cargo of Coal. 

It appears that the lh fated steamer passed 
through the canal locks at Sault Ste. Marie 
Thursday bound up the lakes with a cargo of 
8,000 tons of coal from Cleveland, O., to be 
unloaded at the head of the lakes.

WILL ADJOURN IN A MONTH. 


Cost of Long Confab Is in Neighbor - 
hood of $1,300,000. 


THE HAGUE, Sept. 22.—After having been 
in session over three months and with ad- 
journment probably a month in the distance, 
it is recognized generally and even by the 
most optimistic in the peace movement that 
the second international peace conference 
has been and will be at its conclusion barren 
of results leading to permanent measures of 
benefit to the peace of the world. 


Debt Action.Only Progress. 

Thus far the only project which does not 
regulate war but tries to prevent it, and 
which was passed by the narrowest of mar- 
ging, was that concerning the forcible collec- 
tion of contractural debts. The remainder 
of the work will keep the conference busy 
until the middle of October. 

It is easy to foresee that the only success 
will be attained by Germany, who prevented 
the adoption of projects to which she is op- 
posed, and by the small states, which have 
proved that it is impossible to reach a world 
agreement without their support. 

It is estimated that the conference has cost 
altogether $1,300,000. 

The greatest disappointment to the dele- 
gates is the failure of the conference to have 
established a permanent court of arbitration, 
which appeared to be the nearest of realiza- 
tion of any of the practical projects put for- 


ward. 


ROUT MOOR TRIBESMEN AGAIN. 


French Troops Under Gen. Drude De- 
stroy Native Camps South of 
Casablanca. 


CASABLANCA, Sept. 22.~Negotiations for 
the cessation of hostilities having failed, 
Gen. Drude today resumed the offensive and 
burned the Moorish camps at Sidi Brahim, 
south of Casablanca, and dispersed the 
tribesmen, who offered but little resistance. 

These operatione were chiefly notable for 
a brilliant forced march of the French troops. 
The expedition, consisting of 2,000 infantry 
with a detachment of cavalry, artillery, and 
native auxiliaries, left camp before dawn 
and formed into two hollow squares, one 
behind the other. In this formation they

LONG PRESIDENT OF LINE. 


Made Name in Railway History; End 
Comes of Old Age. 


New York, Sept. 22.—[Special.]—Samuel 
Sloan, chairman of the board of directors of 
the Lackawanna railroad and for many years 
the president of the road, died at 2 o'clock 
this morning at his country home at Gar- 
r:eon on the Hudson. Mr. Sloan, who was 
within two months of heing 90 yeare old, had 
been ailing steadily for a year, although in 
June, when he made his last trip to New 
York, he presided at the board meeting of 
the Lackawanna directors. Death was due 
to old age. 

On Thursday death was apparent. His 
wife and his surviving children, with one 
éxception—Bengon R. Sloan, who is in Scot- 
lami—were at his bedside this morning when 
he died. They are Mrs. E. S. Auchinclos, 
Mrs. Joseph Walker Jr., Mrs. R. C. Colt, 
Peter F. Sloan, and Samuel Sloan Jr. Mr. 
and Mrs. Sloan had been married sixty-three 
years. The funeral will be held on Waednes- 
day at Garrisen. 


Long Career of Success. 
Samuel Sloan, whose life in New York 
began in the period of growth that came 
with the war of 1812, attained tion as 
a leader in the development of the town and 
in the general railroad development of the 
country. He became conspicuous in the 


ciers of the last fifty years. He went to work 
to earn a living before he was 16, and he 
kept hard at it for nearly three-quarters of 
a century. He was successively office boy, 
clerk, merchant, legislator, financier, and 
railroad ruler. | 
During the few months that elapsed before 
he became a director of the Delaware, Lack- 
awanna and Western railroad; he acted as 
arbitrator and commissioner of the trunk 
lines. In 1867 Mr. Sloan became president 
of the Lackawanna and continued as its ex- 
ecutive until March 2, 1899. , | 

The rapid growth of that company under 
his management was a brilliant and@ sub- 
stantial achievement in railway history. 
When he ‘became president the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western was only one of 
several short spurs of road that penetrated 
a little way into.the Pennsylvania coal re- 
gions. In the equipment of the road, when 
he took charge of it, were 1183 locomotives 
and 920 cars. 


Loved by Subordinates. 


The esteem in which Mr. Sloan wag held 
by his subordinates in the company was in- 
dicated on his birthday, Christmas, 1897, 
when they presented him a tea service of 
solid gold inscribed with the dates 1817-1867- 
1897—his birthyear, the year of his election 
as president of the road, and the anniversary 
of his thirtieth year in office,

With the approach of fall comes the 
usual number of publishers’ announce 
ments.

And what- 
ever may continue to be said of the qual- 
ity of the literature offered, no fault can 
be found with the efforts of the writers 
or with the scope of reading matter cov- 


‘ered. Espeeially is this true of Chicago 


and the west. 

With the present generation of writers 
came the craze for everything west- 
ern,” the vogue of the western story 
with its local color and not infrequently 
its impossible workmanship.

The section nowhere 
requires that the company shall. also 
“operate” this efficiently. | 

In any event it is made the business 
of no properly equipped person, represent- 
ing the public, to insure such operation. 
There is no provision for a qualified tele- 
phone expert, representing users, to in- 
spect the actual service rendered, receive 
complaints, and be the active representa- 
tive of the city. The subscriber will, 
therefore, be as destitute as he is today 
of any practicable means of redress for 
bad service. He may still complain“ to 
the chief operator.” 

If the telephone user is to have any 
proper guaranty of the operating efficien- 
cy which he is to pay for, and if the com- 
pany is to be subjected to the public 
oversight which the very idea of such a 
monopoly implies, the ordinance should 
provide for a thoroughly equipped tele- 
phone engineer, representing the city, who 
should have the complete run of the oper- 
ations of the company and whose definite. 
business it should be to insure that the 
quality of the service be brought up and 
kept up to standard. 

The second great defect in the ordi- 
mance is the fact it makes no provis- 
fon to insure that after thirty months, 
when the city will have the right to re- 
adjust rates, it will possess data on 
which it can do so intelligently. It is 
specifically admitted by the commission 
which reported on the subject that they 
had no adequate data and could secure 
none on which to say whether the rates 
prescribed in this ordinance are really 
reasonable or not. The committee was 
in like circumstances.

It is urged that these rates, if too high, 
can soon be corrected, because the city 
reserves the right to regulate charges in 
a “reasonable” manner after thirty 
months, For such regulation, however, 
capable of standing the test of litigation, 
the city must have adequate data, and 
the ordinance fails to insure the gather- 
ing of such data. The city may thus find 
itself as helpless after thirty months as 
it is today. | : 
There is no assurance that at the end 
of thirty months the city will be properly 
equipped for regulation. This defect of 
the ordinance can only be cured by. mak- 
ing it the explicit duty of a qualified tele- 
phone engineer—such as suggested above 
—to gather henceforth continuously exact 
local data calculated to enable the city 
to exercise intelligent and reasonable reg- 
ulatien of rates when the time to do so 
shall have arrived. 5 


THE CONSTANTINE. VERDICT. 

The verdict of the twelve men who 
tried the murderer, Constantine, is a 
‘striking illustration of the unwillingness 
of the present day jury to send a man to 
the gallows. If the jurors did not swear 
falsely when they were being examined 
not one of them had conscientious objec- 
tions to capital punishment, and yet they 
refused. to inflict it. 

No juror had the slightest doubt of 
Constantine's guilt. There were no ex- 
tenuating circumstances. He had, if pos- 
sible, aggravated his guilt by traducing 
his victim. It was the impression in the 
courtroom, and of those who had read 
the .evidence, that the death’ penalty 
would be voted. But the murderer got 
a life sentence instead. 

A majority of the jurors may have 
thought that Constantine ought to have 
been hanged. If so, they were ready 
enough to yield to a more merciful minor- 
ity. They did not spend much time in 
trying to convert the minority, and prob- 
ably would not have been successful if 


The escape of such a callous murderer 
as Constantine from the scaffold goes to 
‘show how absurd it is for Attorney Gen- 
eral Bonaparte or anybody else to pro- 
pose to rid society of the worst habitual] 
criminals by hanging them.

Montenegro’s ruler, after having exhausted 
the generosity and good will, first of the 
court of St. Petersburg and after that of his 
‘Ron-in-law, the king of Italy, has now burnt 
his bridges and has thrown himself alto- 
géther into the arms of Austria. His elder 
children were all brought up in the Russian 
metropolis under the personal direction of 
the late czar and of the latter’s now widowed 
consort, while the present emperor, follow- 
ing his father’s example, even went so far 
as to haldsomely dower the sons and the 
daughters of the prince of the Black Moun- 
tain on their marriage. 

It may be recalled that Alexander III., ona 
Memorable occasion,.in the belief that he 
could rely upon the prince’s gratitude, public- 
ly deseribed him as the only friend upon 
whom he could absolutely and entirely de- 
pend. Of late years the demands for money 
from Cettinfe had become so importunate 
and extravagant and the present czar ascer- 
tained that such gross misuse ‘was being 
made of the funds. which he was supplying 
for the equipment of the Montenegrin army 
and for the relief of destitution during the 
winter in Montenegro that he closed his purse 
strings. 

The prince of Montenegro, who is an invet- 
erate gambler and entirely devoid. of all 
moral sense where money and pecuniary 
obligations are concerned, then turned to his 
son-in-law, King Victor Emmanuel. The lat- 
ter is thrifty and intolerant of extravagance 
such as that of which Prince Nicholas of 
Montenegro and his sons have rendered 
themselves guilty, and about a year ago a 
sensational quarrel took place, which re- 
sulted in the entire Montenegrin family 
leaving Rome at a few hours’ notice and less 


than a week after their arrival in the Eternal 


city for a long stay. In fact, they were in 
such a hurry to go that they actually pre- 
ferred to stay in a wretched little inn at Bari, 
rather than at Rome, until the storm had 
abated eufficiently to alléw their traversal 
of the Adriatic to Antivari. 


„ 


Since then the prince of Montenegro and 
his sons have been flirting with Austria and 
the prince has put himself under the same 
obligations to Emperor Francis Joseph and 
to Archduke Francis Ferdinand as those to 
which he has been subjected in the past in 
the case of the czar and the king of Italy. 
That is to say, he is receiving a considerable 
subsidy from the Austrian government, 
while his youngest son, Prince Peter, 
nephew. therefore, of Queen Helene of Italy 
and of the Grand Duchesses Peter and Nich- 
olas Nicholaivitch of Ruspia, has been en- 
tered by Emperor Francis Joseph at the 
military academy of the Theresianum at 
Vienna, where only princee of the blood and 
sons of nobles are brought up with the view 
of receiving on graduation commissions in 
the Austrian army. J 

The late king of Spain, the present khedive 
of Egypt, and hfs brother, Prince Mehemet 
Ali, the royal French duke of Vendome, 
and the sons of the ex-crown princess of 
Brazil, all recéived their educations and mill- 
tary training at this famous college, founded 
by the great Empress Marie Theresa, and 
where young Peter of Montenegro will now 
be trained at the expense of Emperor Francis 
Joseph.

The fact that the lad should be sent to 
Vienna for his education amidst Austrian in- 
fluences rather than to St. Petersburg or to 
Rome speaks volumes for the extent of the 
break of the ruler of the Black Mountain 
with his Russian and Italian relatives, and 
wher this is taken in conjunction with the 
establishment for the first time in the his- 
tory of Montenegro of a legation at Vienna 
to represent the principality it will be seen 
that henceforth Montenegro can no long- 
er be looked upon as a Muscovite out- 
post or as an Italian ally; but rather as a 
vaseal of the Austrian crown in the south- 
east of Europe, where Austrian, Russian, 
and Italian interests all conflict to such a 
degree as to constitue a perpetual source of 
bitterness that no written treaty can ‘allay, 
and which constitutes a constant menace to 
the peace of Europe. 

Until now. the diplomatic and consular in- 
terests of Montenegro in the United States 
have been confided to Russia and have been 
cared for by her representatives here, It 
is understood that henceforth they wil] 
be in the charge of the Austro-Hungarian 
embassy and consulates.

Vice President in Address at Blooming- 
ton, III., Lauds Organization as Up- 
lifting in Its Influences. 


Bloomington, III., Sept. 22.—[Special.]— 
The corner, stone of Bloomington’s new T. M. 
. building, to cost $100,000, was laid this 
afternoon at 8 o'clock by Vice President 
Fairbanks.

Foreign Restriction Against American 
Foodstuffs Shown to Be Spreading 
by Government Report. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 22.—[ Special. 1 
Foreign restriction on American meats is 
growing, according to an announcement just 
authorized by the secretary of agriculture. 

At the present time the importation of 
Ive animals from the United States is pro- 
hibited by Denmark, the Netherlands, Nor- 
way, and Ireland. Moreover, Austria-Hun- 
gary, France, and Germany exclude cattle, 
Great Britain swine, and Austria-Hungary 
sheep and goats. 

The only European countries to which live 
stock are shipped from the United States 
in any considerable number are Great 
Britain and Belgium. The importation from 
this country ot all meat except pork and 
sausages is prohibited by Austria-Hungary. 

Pork is excluded from Russia. Norway 
prohibits the importation of all fresh meat 
from the United States, fresh pork is ex- 
cluded from Sweden, and other fresh meat 
from Denmark, while Germany excludes 
American fresh beef.
